Q. Is it harmful to let a baby 
“ery it out”??- 

A. The era of letting babies “cry 
it out” is over, states a bulletin 
from the Minnesota Medical As- 
sociation. Young babies should 
be accepted as human beings with 
justifiable demands and unques- 
tionable needs to be met. A 
good many parents fear that at- 
tentions: given a crying child may 
“spoil” him. This does not seem 
to be so. Quoting from the bul- 
letin, “The baby whose physical 
needs have been supplied, who 
has received adequate mothering 
and love actually requires less 
and less of such attention as he 
grows older.” 


Q. “Would you please discuss 
toxemia of pregnancy?” — 
Mrs. S. 

A. Pregnancy “toxemia” is usu- 
ally said to be present when the 
expectant mother develops hi: 
blood pressure, with tissue swell- 
ing. and perhaps albumin in the 
urine. If the condition is un- 
checked there may be convulsions 
and other developments which 
threaten the life of the mother. 
The exact cause of pregnancy 
toxemia isn’t known but doctors 
now have drugs with which to 
control the high blood pressure,

According to 
most authorities, abnormal drink- 
ing and craving for .alcohol are 
acquired traits which can not be 
handed down. That children of 
alcoholics often drink to excess 
is not evidence of an inherited 
craving but is more likely a re- 
flection of poor home environ- 
ment.

ably wider than those directly in- 
volved in the conduct of state gov- 
ernment. Too often, both we and 
the voters overlook the fact that 
we also have important responsi- 
bilities in connection with setting 
policy for counties, cities, school 
districts, and all other kinds of 
local government units. The true 
measure of the matters for which 
we ae accountable is more nearly 
four than two billion dollars. That 
is approximately the amount re- 
quired annually to pay the cost of 
all state and local government in 
California. 


The report reveals that most of 
the legislation coming before us 
is directly related to the organiza- 
toin, powers, and administration 
of the state itself, counties, cities 
and all local districts. A prelim- 
inary review of legislation intro- 
duced in the last three sessions in- 
dicates that only about three per- 
cent of measures introduced have 
been in the interest of Agricul- 
ture, business, labor or the profes- 
sions. All the rest were concern- 
ed with government itself. 

This situation has come about 
largely because the need for gov- 
ernmental services has grown even 
more rapidly than has our total 
population. Schools, welfare, high- 
ways, water and flood control, pro- 
tective services — every function 
of government has been multiplied 
a hundred fold during the past 
generation. As each new need has 
arisen, it has been met by some 
unit of government, as frequently 
as not by a newly created special 
purpose district. 

This multiplicity of overlapping 
and competing governmental units 
has vastly complicated the tasks of 
your legislators. Every new prob- 
lem encountered by any of these 
numerous agencies has generally 
brought with it a demand for new 
state legislation to deal with it. 
As the units have grown in size 
and importance, they, too have re- 
tained legislative advocates to 
watch their interests at the legis- 
lature, so the total problem is 
snowballing. 

One thing seems certain. Sim- 
plification of our governmental 
operations must be a prime objec- 
tive for your legislators. Some 
citizens must be left free to pro- 
duce the goods we need to live.

the two operations of girdling and 
thinning. To obtain large berries, 
complete the girdling first and 
follow with thinning as soon as 
possible. 

The most simple and the cheap- 
est method of thinning is to make 
a single cut on the cluster leaving 
only the upper five to seven lat- 
erals or shoulders. In another 
method the tip of the clusters is 
cut off and the berries on one side 
of the cluster removed up to the 
shoulders. The most compact por- 
tion of the cluster occurs just be- 
low the shoulders. 

The crowding of the berries 
sometimes results in rot. With 
the first thinning method, this 
portion of the cluster ig completely 
removed. 
od, the crowding is alleviated by 
removing part of the berries. 

In addition, some of the clus- 
ters may be removed entirely be- 
cause they are small or misshapen 
or because the load on the vines 
is excessive. Where early matur- 
ity is important, about 20 clusters 
per vine are retained. For later 
maturing vineyards, 25 to 30 clus- 
ters per vine are normally kept.
